BERLIN, May 28.—More than a half-million CGer- 
man youth marched for peace today, despite torrential 
rains. The Whitsuntide demonstration went off without 
a single violent incident from its participants, giving the 
lie to the State Department propaganda that the cap- 


ture of West Berlin had been planned. 
While the downpour failed to daunt the East Ger- 


man youth in their parade for peace and a unified Ger- 


many, Newi hoodlums from Berlin’s West sector decided 
to keep dry instead of provoking disorders at the Soviet 
sector border. 


Thirteen thousand West German police were out in 
force, armed to the teeth. They were equipped with 
tear gas, and backed by 8,000 Western Allied shock 
troops, with tanks and armored cars. 


The radio of the German Democratic Republic com- 
mented that while peace-loving German youth was dem- 
onstrating for peace, the imperialists were making a show 
of military strength. 

The parade lasted eight hours, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.
